Cover  seeds  not  more  than  1%  times  their  thickness  which 
with  small  seeds  means  merely  pressing  into  soil  or  sifting 
a  very  little  fine  soil  over  them. 

I  guarantee  them  true 
to  name,  but  as  the  care  is  beyond  my  control  I  do  not  guar¬ 


antee  results.  That  is  up  to  you.  Nevertheless  my  entire 
business  has  been  founded  upon  fair  dealings  and  I  will 
entertain  any  reasonable  complaint.
